Dentist for 300,000 
By Hugh S, Deale, D.D.S. 


(The author is a dental missionary of the Methodist Church serving a large area 
in the southern Belgian Congo. A graduate of Albion College, Albion, Michigan, with 
professional training at Indiana University, Dr. Deale practiced dentistry in Chester- 
ton and Gary, Indiana, before going into mission service in 1948.) 


‘over 300,000 people gives me an 

ample supply of patients. I get to 
see many interesting and some unusual 
cases and must attempt some operations 
which I would not, were there specialists 
to whom these cases might be referred. 
I must say I miss the fellowship of other 
dentists, though. 

There are many gratifying moments 
when patients are happy and thank me 
for their pain relieved, their cleaned teeth, 
or a denture which gives them a “new 
look.” 

The biggest part of my work is the 
extraction cf broken down teeth and the 
replacement of missing teeth. The mar- 
velous thing to the African is the “magic” 
medicine I give so that it doesn’t hurt 
when I take out a tooth. They are incred- 
ulous when they hear about it; but they 
do believe it when they experience it for 
themselves.

The Africans have a few toothache 


medicines of their own which they have 
used from times past. They have some 
kind of black, tarry substance which they 
smear on the outside of their jaw or 
cheek, and that is a mess to work around. 
Tobacco or red pepper are sometimes put 


into a cavity to try to deaden pain. This 
probably works sometimes! 

A good many Africans think a tooth 
isn’t ready to come out until it gets loose. 
They are amazed when I suggest taking 
out a solid tooth even if it is all decayed. 
They ask me to show them the “thing” 
that is causing the toothache when I get 
the tooth out. 

Our family packs up and moves to 
other mission stations for weeks at a time 
to do dental work. If we go to all of our 
other stations during a year, it means we 
are away from home four or five months. 

There are always many preachers, 
teachers, workmen, students, and mis- 
sionaries on each station who need dental 
attention. Often there are state officials 
and merchants who come, too. The fees 
from their work, and from dentures made, 
furnish me with running expenses and 
pay for supplies. 

I must order my dental supplies from 
the States, as none are available out here. 
That means I have to remember to order 
things two or three months before I need 
them, as it takes that long for them to get 
here. It’s very difficult to return any 


faulty equipment or supplies. Also you 
can’t have a serviceman come install or

service your equipment. It’s easier to do 
your own lab work than to go through all 
the red tape of mail service. 

The field for work in dental hygiene 
and in dental education is wide open, 
and the need for dentists and dental hy- 
gienists is overwhelming in Africa. In the 
Congo and in almost all of Africa the 
ratio is about one dentist for every 500,- 
ooo people. I have trained one African 
to help do dental work for his own people 
—extractions, fillings, and cleaning—and 
I hope to train more. We have begun 
educating the people on the mission sta- 


tions here to care for their teeth before 
they have toothaches. Like most Ameri- 
cans, they just put it off! 

Most of your patients are grateful for 
each and every service you give them and 
this is reward enough. Just the fact that 
you came clear out here to help them 
makes them wonder why. They’ve often 
said it’s a wonder to them that anyone 
would put their hands in someone’s 
mouth. It seems concrete evidence to 
them of our love for them that we would 
come so far out here away from our 
people to live among them. 


Arthur Flemming To Take Over as New 
Secretary This Summer 


rthur S. Flemming, 53-year-old edu- 
cator and expert in government 
management, will become the 
third Secretary of Health, Education, and 
Welfare some time late in July or early 
August. He succeeds Marion B. Folsom, 
who is resigning for reasons of health and 
who has been in the post since August 
of 1955. 

Mr. Flemming has alternated between 
educational posts, first at American Uni- 
versity and then Ohio Wesleyan Univer- 
sity, and major posts in Washington un- 
der three Presidents. He was named by 
President Roosevelt as a Republican 
member of the Civil Service Commission 
where he served for nine years. He left 
in 1948 to become the first lay president 
of Ohio Wesleyan University. Mr. Flem- 
ming was called back to Washington by 
President Truman to serve during the 
Korean War in the Office of Defense 
Mobilization. 

President Eisenhower, before his in- 
auguration, named Mr. Flemming, Mil- 


ton Eisenhower and Nelson Rockefeller 
to a committee on government reorgan- 
ization and personnel. This group still — 
continues in being. In 1953, Mr Flem- 
ming was named head of ODM where 
he remained until 1957, before returning 
to Ohio Wesleyan. 

Associates of Mr. Flemming describe 
him as a team worker who shuns contro- 
versy but is ready to defend administra- 
tion policies. He is considered a man of 
large abilities and an outstanding student 
of government. While in the Civil Service 
Commission, he plugged hard for raising 
the top salary of executives. One associate 
who has observed him in action says he is 
a most persuasive witness. He is generally 
described by friends as a progressive Re- 
publican. 

President Eisenhower cited Mr. Fol- 
som’s contribution to the “strengthening 
of our social security system, to the great- 
er effectiveness of our public health activ- 
ities and to the better meeting of the 
educational requirements of our age. . . .”

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The Dentist and His Auxiliaries*

to represent the practicing profes- 
sion on the panel this evening. I 
regret that I cannot approve his choice. 
As a matter of fact, I did make an at- 
tempt to beg off on the ground that I am 
not competent to fulfill so broad an as- 
signment: namely, to discuss authoritively 
the relation of the dentist to his auxiliar- 
ies. The term auxiliary covers the dental 
hygienist, the dental technician who works 
in a private office, the dental assistant 
and the commercial dental laboratory. 
Since I have never had the good fortune 
to have a hygienist associated in my prac- 
tice, and since my setup is too modest an 
operation to support a private technician, 
I am automatically reduced to one-half 
an expert right at the start. As I have 
difficulty managing a single assistant, I 
must fall considerably short in this area 
too. 
This leaves only the field of dentist- 
commercial laboratory relations. Here at 
least, I feel a little more at home. Not 
that I am a qualified expert even here. 
The feeling of relative security arises from 
my realization that there aren’t any ex- 
perts in this category. About the closest 
we can come to such would be our own 
“uncle” Walter Dundon and the mem- 
bers, past and present of his A.D.A. com- 
mittee on Dental Trades and Laboratory 
Relations. You may consider me a sort of 
pseudo-expert; and I would define that 
as one who is acquainted with some of 
the problems in a particular area. He dif- 
fers from the true expert in that the latter 
knows not only the problems, but the so- 
lutions as well. 
With this limited knowledge of the 
topic assigned, I suggested that the pro- 
gram committee line up a real expert—

one of the numerous fantastically success- 
ful, many-chair, multi-personnel—opera- 
tors who would represent the deep voice 
of experience in the areas I have men- 
tioned, rather than the falsetto of con- 
jecture. This objection was met with the 
rejoiner that this program was to be aimed 
at the average practitioner and that they 
don’t come any more average than your 
speaker. So if you will scale down your 
expectations for the lead-off man, I feel 
certain that you will get your money’s 
worth from the remaining members of 
this panel, each of them a bonafide ex- 
pert. 

The purpose of auxiliaries is to increase 
the volume of dental services by doing 
those things which do not demand a 
thorough-going background of scientific 
education and training, thereby permit- 
ting the dentist to concentrate upon the 
things which only he is qualified to 


-handle. In the interest of brevity, I shall 


confine my remarks respecting the den- 
tist-dental assistant relationship, to gen- 
eralities. Just what does the dentist ex- 
pect of a good dental assistant? Certain 
qualities are essential in any good dental 
assistant. Obviously, we expect her to be 
neat, both in personal appearance and in 
her office house-keeping duties. Prompt- 
ness is another attribute which should be 
taken for granted. There are, of course, 
certain daily functions which should be 
completed before the first patient arrives. 
To be scurrying around changing the 
water in the sterilizer or oiling the hand- 
piece after the patient has been seated 
tends to make him think that his is a 
surprise visit rather than a previously 
scheduled appointment. 

Other qualities include at least a mod- 
erate amount of intelligence, a definite 
liking for and interest in people and their 
dental problems—enthusiasm is the best 
term for this. In the operatory however, 
the twin qualities which seem to me to 
be of the greatest importance in a dental 
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assistant are her powers of observation 
and her initiative. These are absolutely 
essential. Dental assisting involves the 
memorizing and the mastering of hun- 
dreds of seemingly trivial details. To stop 
and discuss and explain each of these 
would require inordinate amounts of 
time. Most of these are relatively sim- 
ple memory exercises which can be 
learned by observation. Most dentists re- 
peat their every move for each particular 
operation. For the insertion of a two- 
surface amalgam filling, they follow the 
same routine, once the cavity has been 
prepared, as obtains for just about all 
other two-surface amalgams. Normally, 
they will use the same type of matrix re~ 
tainer, the same instruments, the same 
materials (even to amounts), cotton rolls, 
saliva ejector, sterilizing medicament, etc. 
After the assistant witnesses a few hun- 
dred applications of this technique, she 
should be able to close her eyes and pick 
out everything that should be placed on 
the bracket table. It is a waste of time for 
the dentist to ask the assistant to hand him 
something, or to do something for him 
and then wait for her to comply, when. 
he can do it himself in less time than is 
used in the asking. Assistants should ob- 
serve and memorize their dentist’s rou- 
tines so that they can anticipate his wants 
and have at hand the instruments or ma- 
terials he will need next. A good dental 
assistant doesn’t have to be clairvoyant— 
but it helps. 

By initiative is meant the desire to try 
new things. When the assistant witnesses 
the dentist performing certain actions— 
and here I am referring primarily to lab- 
oratory procedures—things which she 
may very well feel that she can easily 
learn, she should suggest to him that she 
be allowed to try them. In truth, most of 
these things can be better done by women, 
and more things that the assistant can do, 
the greater her value in the dental office. 

One quality which hasn’t been men- 
tioned but which is absolutely essential in 
any dental assistant is loyalty. Her first 
loyalty is to her employer. Since he is 
running the show, she is bound to accept 
his decision in all matters pertaining to 
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the operation of the office—whether it 
be the handling of patients or intra-office 
rules and regulations. Should there arise 
some difference of opinion or point of 
contention or question of propriety in her 
mind, she should discuss it with him di- 
rectly, not with her fellow assistants, and 
should attempt to achieve an understand- 
ing regarding it. Failing a reconciliation 
of opposing viewpoints, a change of situa- 
tion would seem appropriate. Most den- 
tists have reasons for the various modes 
of conducting their practices. These rea- 
sons may be tied in with their personal 
philosophy, with their ethical concepts, 
with the nature and location of their prac- 
tice, or with any of a number of other 
variants. The assistant must be loyal. She 
must accept the conditions which her 
dentist insists upon or find a place better 
suited to her personality. The inherent 
tensions in dental practice are such that 
all personalities within the office must be 
compatible. 

With respect to the commercial dental 
laboratory, the dentist has the right to 
expect certain standards of craftsmanship, 
of quality, of ethics and of business prac- 
tice; and he has the right to expect the 
product at a reasonable price. Standards 
of craftsmanship in the case of good lab- 
oratories are higher than they have ever 
been. The dental laboratory trade is a 
craft as well as a business, the Federal 
Trade Commission to the contrary not- 
withstanding, and it numbers among its 
membership many who are capable of 
producing minor works of art. Generally 
speaking, the dentist gets what he orders 
when he patronizes a good ethical labora- 
tory. Materials used in fabricating dental 
prostheses have been so improved and 
standardized in recent years that they 
become a problem only to those dentists 
who are guided solely by price considera- 
tion in selecting a laboratory. Cut-rate 
houses in any business have always cut 
quality rather than profit. Dentists who 
patronize them cannot expect the usual 
standards of craftsmanship and quality. 

Good laboratories can be depended 
upon to follow accurately the dentist’s

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First Korean Dentist Honored 


r. Paul Chung received an honorary 

degree: Doctor of Laws,(LL.D.) 

from Illinois Wesleyan University at 

Bloomington, on June 8 at their g9th 
commencement. 

He was born in Korea and was Ad- 

visor of the Bureau of Public Health 
and Welfare of the United States Mili- 
tary Government of Korea, 1945-46; 
Trustee of Seoul Dental College, 1945- 
46; Chairman of the National Board 
of Dental Examiners for Korean Den- 
tists, 1945-48; Professor and Director 
of Prosthetic Dentistry of Seoul Na- 
tional University College of Dentistry, 
1945-48; Past President and Vice-Presi- 
dent of Seoul Dental Society. He is 
President of the Korean-American As- 
sociation in Chicago and is an Assistant 
Professor at Northwestern University 
Dental School. 

Dr. Chung received his B.D.S. degree 
in Korea from Seoul Dental College. 

He has received two degrees from Dr. Paul Chang 
Northwestern University: Doctor of 

Dental Surgery (D.D.S.) in 1938 and Master of Science in Dentistry (M.S.D.) in 
1949. He was elected Fellow of the American College of Dentists (F.A.C.D.) in 
1954. He holds membership in: Omicron Kappa Upsilon (Dental Honor Society) , 
Sigma Xi (Honor Society), Delta Sigma Delta, The American Dental Association, 
Illinois State Dental Society, Chicago Dental Society, and many other organizations. 

In 1957 Dr. Chung attended the 12th World International Dental Congress Gen- 
eral Assembly in Rome, Italy, as a delegate of the Korean Dental Association. He also 
presented a clinical demonstration lecture there. Afterwards he toured Europe, in- 
cluding the Scandinavian countries, visiting various dental schools. 

Dr. Chung has had many research articles published in America, Korea and Japan. 
His special research in the retention of dentures is particularly noteworthy for it 
revolutionized the principle of denture retention. He has lectured extensively before 
leading dental schools and state, city and private dental society meetings throughout 
this country. He has been invited to give dental lectures in Korea, Japan and other 
countries in the Far East in 1959.

prescription. On occasion, they will get 
a little out of line by perhaps clasping a 
tooth other than the one designated by 
the dentist or by introducing a slight 
variation in design. If this is done without 
consulting the dentist, he has not only 
the right but the duty to assert himself. 
A man working with a plaster cast is in 
no position to decide which tooth shall 
carry a retainer, because teeth on a cast 
all look pretty much alike. Clinically and 
roentgenographically, they can present an 
entirely different picture. Unfortunately, 
the tooth which appears ideal from the 
mechanical standpoint may fall far short 
of requirements due to biological short- 
comings. The dentist has the right to ex- 
pect his orders to be followed accurately. 
If there is reason for the technician to 
believe that improvement can be made, 
he should consult with the dentist as to 
the advisability of any proposed changes. 
He must never make any such changes 
on his own initiative. 

Business practices alluded to include 
financial responsibility, proper location 
and operation of the laboratory (con- 
formance to all laws of sanitation, etc., 
etc.), and such matters as good service. 
In this field the dentist is presumably 
more sinning than sinned against. Ob- 
viously, adequate time must be allowed 
for proper processing of cases if high 
standards of quality are desired. I should 
like to remind my laboratory friends that 
the dentist while lord and master in his 
office, while the giver of orders to his 
assistant and to his laboratory, is never- 
theless at the mercy of his patient, in the 
final analysis. And there is very often 
nobody quite as impatient as a patient. 
Some of them want everything completed 
early yesterday instead of right now, and 
it is only human nature when you have 
been carrying one of these individuals on 
your back to look around for a convenient 
scapegoat for yourself to ride. This prob- 
lem has been greatly alleviated by the use 
of quick-cure acrylics with which a pa-

tient’s esthetic requirements, if not his 
masticatory ability can often be tempor- 
arily satisfied. 

The matter of cost we will always have 
with us. Although it has no basis in ac- 
curate or scientific fee determination, 
many dentists have been following for 
years and years a rule of thumb by which 
they set a patient’s fee at three or three- 
and-a-half or four times the laboratory 
cost of the case. With the great rise in 
costs accompanying the current inflation, 
this has led to some rather alarming re- 
sults in certain instances. In the case of 
a full or a large partial denture, the prob- 
lem isn’t too great, but when some of the 
smaller pieces are considered, trouble en- 
sues. 

Not too many years ago a porcelain or 
acrylic veneer crown could be had for 
about $12.00 or $13.00. For it the dentist 
would charge a fee of from $40.00 to 
$50.00. Today his cost is about $25.00. 
To maintain his same ratio of profit, he 
would have to charge his patient $100.00, 
although some allowance should be made 
here for a decrease in chair time for tooth 
preparation. When the average dentist 
quotes a fee of $100.00 to the average 
patient for the restoration of a single 
tooth, he is asking for almost one week’s 
take-home pay; he is pricing himself 
right out of his market. So the average 
dentist doesn’t quote a $100.00 fee. He 
settles for about $60.00. Then he gets 
angry at his laboratory when the bill ar- 
rives. This is how he rationalizes the sit- 
uation. He works long and hard prepar- 
ing the tooth, taking his i impressions and 
applying a temporary covering to the pre- 
paration. Another sitting is required for 
the setting of the piece. When he has 
finished he has to pay the laboratory a 
large portion of his fee. The laboratory 
has run up a model, removed the dye, 
waxed and cast the crown, and added the 
veneer. The dentist doesn’t know exactly 
how much time is spent on this crown 
by the laboratory as an individual piece 
being processed with a number of similar 
pieces—but he suspects that it is con- 
siderably less than he has put into the 
job. If this be true, then what price den- 
tal college? If a laboratory can show a 
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greater profit on a particular item with- 
out any educational “nut” to amortize, 
then the dentist figures that something is 
out of focus in this picture. This I repeat 
is how the average dentist rationalizes 
this laboratory cost business. I do not 
claim that he is correct. He could be en- 
tirely wrong. But I don’t know that either. 
Do laboratories have an obligation to try 
to keep charges within the bounds of a 
reasonable profit margin? If they do not, 
then only the wealthy can afford good 
dentistry. The profession has always be- 
lieved that good dentistry (although not 
necessarily the most expensive type of den- 
tistry) , should be available to all who de- 
sire it, if they have a reasonable ability 
to pay. 

It would seem the part of wisdom for 
laboratory owners to weigh this question 
well. 

On the other hand, the dentist must 
be willing to pay a reasonable charge for 
laboratory service. A reasonable charge 
would be one that is adequate to cover 
normal operating costs, plus salaries 
which will attract good personnel to the 
craft and keep them there, plus a normal 
return on the capital invested in the en- 
terprise. Anything less would be an ex- 
pensive bargain indeed, as it would con- 
tribute to the further demoralization of 
the craft—a trend which must be stopped 
and indeed must be reversed if prosthetic 
dentistry is ever to reach its potential. 

If dentistry has the right to demand 
these things from its auxiliaries, it has 
also the responsibility to see to it that the 
technician, the assistant and the hygienist 


are provided with the opportunity to learn . 


the latest and best ways of doing the job. 
We must devise a program of educating 
and training these auxiliaries and finally 
of supervising these programs, keeping 
them current and abreast of the latest 
developments and improvements. The 
profession has the duty of tying to itself 
all of its auxiliaries in a manner which 
will guarantee the best and the most serv- 
ice to its patients. In the words of Dr. 
Dundon, sound programs must be ini- 
tiated and fostered. Only thus can sound 
relations be achieved.
